October is official Gay and 
Lesbian History Month, and the 
campus’s corresponding club, ABC 
Soup, has a lot planned. 

The National Coming Out 
Day Rally will take place at the 
Milo Bail Student Cneter on Oct. 
11 in the Fireplace Lounge, from 
11:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. The rally is held 
every year on the second Tuesday 
of October. 

At the rally there will be gay, 
lesbian, and straight ally speakers. 
The point of the rally is to celebrate 
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people who have “come out “ with 
their sexual orientation. 

In the 1990s ABC soup was 
almost none existent, said the 
group’s faculty adviser, Meredith 
Bacon. The members had asked 
Bacon to be the adviser without 
even knowing that he (she has 
recently become known as a 
woman) was transgender. 

Bacon said she feels like 
transgenders are being separated 
from gays, lesbians, and bisexuals 
because of their gender identity 
and not their sexual orientation. 

For gay history month, Bacon 
will be showing a video that 
describes the times before a gay bar 
in New York City, called Stonewall, 
was raided.

Students in English and journalism 
classes will not have to use copy cards 
for printing in classes that already have 
lab fees. 

Last fall, the Gateway reported on 
the frequently discussed dual-copy fee 
for a number of English and journalism 
classes. 

Students of certain classes were 
required to pay a fee for the lab computer 
costs in addition to paying for a copy card 
to print in the same computer lab. 

Because of disgruntled student and 
faculty feedback, the system was revised. 

Jeremy Lipschultz, professor and 
director of the School of Communication, 
said the communication faculty members 
in the journalism fields voted last year 
against the copy card system. 

Students taking classes in the Arts 
and Sciences building classrooms use 
printers that will operate without a copy 
card. 

Lipschultz said the system seems to 
work out well for the students. 

The computer lab in arts and sciences 
room 300 is an open lab, and will continue 
to operate on the copy card system. 

Not only was this system changed, 
but students effected last year received 
| a $2 credit on their student I.D., which is 

half of the $4 lab fee.

Most college students today rely on 
computers for a hefty portion of their 
schoolwork, including checking grades 
online, registering for. classes, retrieving 
study notes, communicating with 
professors via e-mail or simply typing a 
paper. 

While utilizing school labs is one way 
to go, there is something to be said about 
the convenience of having a computer at 
of your own. 

With more wireless access popping up 
on campus, a laptop would seem to be the 
perfect solution to bridge the gap between 
home and school. 

Unfortunately for many, the terms 
“college student” and “empty wallet” 
seem to go hand in hand. Buying a used 
or refurbished laptop computer seems to 
be a solution for many. But is the quality of 
the product worth the money, or is buying 
new a better idea? 

Dell, Gateway, Hewlett-Packard, IBM 
and other makers of laptops offer an online 
inventory. Another option is to look on 
e-Bay or a similar auction site for a private 
seller’s offerings. 

According to the Dell Web site, all 
of the refurbished systems they provide 
are disassembled and rebuilt, then tested. 
Many times they are laptops that had 
been returned within 21-days of purchase, 
meaning they have had little to no use. 
These computers also include the limited 
warranty that is offered with new products, 
Depending on the company, specifications 
for refurbished systems can vary, and so 
does the value. 

In some cases, it may be both cheaper 
and more practical] to buy new, especially 
from Hewlett Packard, who, according to 
an article on MSN, after rebates and adding 
necessary accessories, has a new laptop for 
sale for $156 less than the identical machine 
refurbished. Students should read the fine 
print closely when it comes to rebates, 
though, because some will lock you into 
as much a 36-month agreement with an 
Internet provider. 

While buying a refurbished computer 
can save the customer hundreds of dollars 
compared to the cost of a new notebook, it 
is important to do proper research before 
making a purchase.

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Mavericks prepare to face Minnesota-Duluth

After going undefeated in its four 
non-conference games, the UNO football 
team will resume conference play this 
Saturday on the road against Minnesota- 
Duluth. 

The Bulldogs are the only team in 
the North Central Conference the No. 14 
Mavericks are not familiar with. The two 
teams clashed together at Al. F. Caniglia 
Field in 2004 with UNO coming out on 
top 38-24. This will also be the Mavericks’ 
first trip to Griggs Field at Malosky 
Stadium. 

“It wasa great feeling to go undefeated 
in our non-conference games, but now it’s 
time to focus all our attention on our 
conference games, which are the most 
important,” said UNO quarterback Brian 
Masek. “It will be an even greater feeling 
if we can do the same and go undefeated 
in our next five games.” 

UNO (4-1) needs a win on Saturday 
to put itself back in position to defend 
its NCC crown. A loss to the Bulldogs 
could be a motivational killer to the 
Mavericks and would most likely spoil 
any hopes of the team trying to advance 
to the Division II playoffs at the end of the 
regular season. 

Kyle Schweigert is in his second 
season coaching the Bulldogs, and his 
team is off to a good start, with a 5-

1 record and 1-0 in NCC play. The 
Bulldogs’ only loss came on the road to 
Northern Iowa, a Division I-AA team. 
Minnesota-Duluth’s record is a step 
forward for the team since it went 4-7 
in 2004. Saturday’s match-up will also 
be the Bulldogs’ homecoming game. 

“Minnesota-Duluth is a_ very 
physical football team that tries to stop 
the run, and we'll have to be ready for 
them,” UNO Head Coach Pat Behrns 
said. “Hopefully we'll put a good game 
plan together.” 

Minnesota-Duluth is averaging 29 
points per game and giving up 18.8 
points on defense. The Bulldogs rank 
fourth in the NCC in rush defense, 
allowing only 95.3 yards per game, but 
rank sixth in pass defense, giving up 
197 yards per game through the air. 

UNO’s defense got its first shutout 
in two seasons last Saturday against 
Oklahoma Panhandle State, but will 
have to be aware of what Minnesota- 
Duluth can do on offense. The Bulldogs 
love to pass the ball, which means the 
Mavericks’ secondary will have to be 
ready to defend the pass. Minnesota- 
Duluth’s signal-caller Ted Schlafke is 
one of the top three passing and total 
offense leaders in. the NCC. Schlafke 
has completed. 62.9 percent of his 
passes for 1,379 yards, 15 touchdowns 
and five interceptions. 

Once again, the Maverick defense,

which ranks last in total and pass defense 
in the NCC, will be on its heels facing some 
talented Bulldog receivers. Schlafke’s 
targets, Vinny Flurry, LaShawn Bullock 
and Greg Aker, combined for 81 catches 
for 962 yards and eight touchdowns so 
far this season. 

Although UNO has the top punter in 
the NCC in Don Grafton, who averages 
40.2 yards per punt, Minnesota-Duluth 
has a pair of athletes who are very 
dangerous at returning punts. 

Weston Dressler has returned 19 
punts for 325 yards and two touchdowns, 
averaging 17.1 yards per punt return. 
Marcus Davis has returned nine punts for 
147 yards and a touchdown, averaging 
16.3 yards per punt return. The Bulldogs 
also have shown that they can pick off 
Opposing quarterbacks’ passes, with 
three different defenders having two 
interceptions each. 

It will be up to Behrns whether he 
wants to let Jamar Day and the offensive 
line pound the ball right at the heart 
of Minnesota-Duluth’s defense or let 
Masek pick apart the team’s vulnerable 
secondary. 

UNO’s All-American linebacker 
Taiwou Onatolu is expected to be back 
on the field after missing the Oklahoma 
Panhandle State game with an ankle 
injury. Saturday’s game will start at 1 
p.m. and will be broadcast on 1020 KOIL 
AM.

All 12 CCHA teams will still 
participate in playoffs, the preliminary 
rounds will still be best-of-three series 
and the finals will still be held at 


That’s where the similarities end. 
There will now be one more week 
of playoffs and two less teams at the 


In the new system, the teams with 
the four best records at the end of the 
regular season will be awarded first- 
round byes. The rest will play a first 
round best-of-three series with No. 5 
hosting No. 12, No. 6 hosting No. 11 
and so on. After this first round, the 
winning teams will be re-seeded so 


that the lowest winning seed will play to get to The Joe. Kemp said that the 


the No. 1 team, the second lowest will 
play No. 2 and so forth. The teams will 
then play another round of best-of- 
three series. In the old system, all 12 
teams competed in one preliminary 
best-of-three round. 

This leads up to the biggest change 
in the playoff structure. Only four teams 
will make it to The Joe, two less than 
in previous years. The CCHA hopes 
that this will make reaching the finals 
a bigger accomplishment and draw 
more fans to the arena. 

“This. really puts a_ bigger 
premium on the regular season,” UNO 
Head Coach Mike Kemp said. “It’s a 
tremendous advantage to get a first- 
round bye. If you have players at that 
time of the season that are injured 
you can give them a rest. If you have 
players that are tired you can give them 
a rest.” 

Another advantage for the top four 
teams is that they would only have 
to play a maximum of three games 


worst-case scenario could be up to 
eight games in 15 days if a team went 
all three games in the first and second 
rounds and made it to the finals. Teams 
also have to make adjustments for 
travel. UNO, for example, could play in 
Fairbanks, Alaska one week and Ohio 
or Michigan the next, then in Detroit 
at the end, making practice between 
games impossible. 
“That's pretty tough,” Kemp said. 

The CCHA also hopes that this 
new system will help more conference 
teams makeit to the NCAA tournament. 
Only the conference champion has a 
guaranteed birth in the tournament. 
The rest of the teams have to make it as 
an at large bid based on their Ratings 
Percentage Index, or RPI. This new 
system will increase teams schedule 
strengths by forcing the top four teams 
to play higher ranked teams in the 
playoffs, which will in turn increase 
their RPL 

“It makes a lot of sense from that 


————_ standpoint,” Kemp said. 
It was not an easy 
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_ the decision-making process 
. resulted in a 6-6 tie between 
the coaches, The 12 conference 
_ athletics directors had final 
_ say in the process. 
“It was hardly a 
unanimous decision,” Kemp 
_ said. “The feeling just was 
that this was probably the 
best way to ensure a real 
positive crowd and a great 
interest in the Joe Louis Arena

The UNO volleyball team picked up its 
eighth straight win Tuesday night in Maryville, 
Mo. The Mavericks swept Northwest Missouri 
State 32-30, 30-26, 30-28 and improved to 12-4 
on the season. 

Christina Reicks led the Mavericks once 
again with 13 kills and seven digs. Ashley 
Freeman added another 11 kills and five digs. 
Sophomore Carlie Christensen contributed nine 
kills, five blocks and hit a match-high .444. 
Christie Johnson had 34 assists, five digs and 
two kills, including the match winner. 

UNO trailed by as much as five points 
twice in the first match, but the Mavs bounced 
back. With the score at 27-25, Freeman got a kill, 
Stacie Wemhoff put up a service ace and the 
Bearcats’ Rachel Spensley committed an attack 


error to give the Mavericks the lead. NWMSU 
answered with two consecutive points off of 
attack errors, but then gave up a service error to 
tie the game at 30. Reicks ended game one with 
a kill for the 32-30 win. 

The Mavericks faced a 17-10 deficit in the 
second game before taking nine of the next 11 
points to tie it up at 19 all. It was back and forth 
until the game was tied again at 23-23. The 
Mavs put up four straight points then held on 
for the 30-26 victory. 

The Bearcats refused to let the match end by 
saving six match points in the third game when 
the Mavericks held a 29-22 lead. Johnson ended 
the night with a kill. 

NWMSU outhit UNO .202 to .185 for the 
match, but it wasn’t enough to stop the Mavs. 
UNO will resume North Central Conference 
play on Oct. 8 when they travel to Vermillion, 
S.D. to take on the University of South Dakota.
